2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the limitation of squaring the non-synchronized in-phase component and 
squaring the non-synchronized quadrature phase component and further multiplying the 
non-synchronized in-phase component and the non-synchronized quadrature phase 
component to produce an l-Q product and subtracting the squared non-synchronized 
quadrature component from the squared non-synchronized in-phase component to 
produce a first intermediate value then doubling the l-Q product to produce a second 
intermediate value and adding the first intermediate value and the second intermediate 
value to produce a clear channel assessment input value is not found in the prior art of 
record.
